tive in Indiana, today 
pleaded 
the' 
case of the milkman. He said: 


“ I was in a conference recently at 
which a dairyman 
and 
a laborer 
discussed the 
milk 
situation. 
The 
laborer said, “ the price of milk must 
not be allowed to go higher. 
It is 
already so high 
that 
poor people 
cannot afford 
to use 
milk. 
The 
Government must prevent 
any in­ 
crease in milk prices.’ 
The dairy­ 
man said, *the price of milk must be 
increased or I shall have to go out 
of business. 
IIt is 'costing me more 
to produce milk than I get for it. 
Unless I have more money for the 
product of my herd, 1 shall be com­ 
pelled to sell 
my 
cows 
to 
the 
butcher.” 
“Here is indeed a serious situa­ 
tion. 
Neither the producer nor the 
consumer is satisfied 
and as 
yet 
there 
seems 
to be 
no 
common 
ground upon which they can agree. 
The fanner knows what it is costing 
him to produce milk and hew much 
he must get for it at the kitchen 
door. 
The working man knows how 
difficult it is even with his increased 
wages to furnish the food necessary 
to feed his 
growing 
family. 
The 
subject comes close to the hearts of 
all of us. 
While the increase in the 
prio* of milk may not be a hardship 
in many cases, most people re-ent 
paying out more money for their 
household or other 
expenses than 
they have been accustomed to. Th ­ 
is particularly the case when there 
is a supposition that somebody is 
taking undue -advantage of a critical 
situation or when 
the income 
is 
not increased as rapidly as the ex­ 
penses of the home. 
“The price of milk was for years 
stationary. While other commodities 
Increased or decreased in price, milk 
sold on the £ame level basis. Within 
the last few years milk prices have 
advanced but- 
the 
dairy 
experts 
point out the price the farmer 
has 
received for his mil'k has not 
in­ 
creased over twenty percent on an 
average during 
the 
last 
ten years 
while every factor which enters into 
the production of milk such as labor 
and feed has increased from thirty 
to fifty percent and in some cases 
even one -hundred percent. 


“The trouble today 
seems to be 
the 
difficulty 
of 
convincing 
the 
housekeeper that milk is a real food 
ju st a s valuable in its way a s beef­ 
steak or bre-ad and that its value is 
determined not by the bulk she buys 
but by the fact 
that it is rich in 
fat, in protean, in sugar and in the 
mineral salts "and other food essen­ 
tials which are absolutely necessary 
to the proper’ growth 
of the child. 
These are the

which make 
faiiMv valuable and which warrant us 
in saving even to the poor mother, 
“ you cannot afford to cut down on 
the quantity of'm ilk you are* using;

ernment finds three important facts.

The Russian government for the 
first time dares to declare emphati­ 
cally, Russia is in tlie war to stay— 
an indication of the growing strength 
of the Kerensky regime.

by the allies as promptly as possible.
